sum not more than $50 nor less than $5. 


"If any person owning or haying the 
care, management or control of any bil- 
liard table or tables, pool table or any 
kind gaming table, bagatelle table, or 
Digeon hole table kept in any saloon, 
lotel or other gambling place, shall al- 
low, suffer or permit minors to congre- 
gate at, in or about such place where 
such billiard table», pool or any kind of 
gaming table may be kept. He shall for 
each offense be fined in any sum not 
more than $50 nor less than $5.

The most daring burglary recorded here 
in years was committed last night, be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock. 
About 9:30 
Monseur Girard, who keeps a photo- 
graph gallery over Fred Eckart's meat 
market, discovered that some one had 
deuced the glim in his studio and smash- 
ed the transum over a door to the pic- 
ture gallery. 
He ran to the police sta- 
tion and on the way told Officer Lee of 
the occurrenae. 
The patrolman hasten- 
ed to the place and made a thorough 
search of the building. 
He was speedily 
reinforced by Captain Deihl and Lieut. 
Frank Wilkinson. 
Going up the stair- 
way Officer Lee discovered three lady'3 
fur boas. 
This was a pointer that the 
thieves had fled, and so they did, for a 
son of Fred Eckert pointed one of the 
fellows out to Merchant Policeman Jesse 
Lehr, who did not care to follow the clue 
but asked Capt. Deihl to do so later. At 
this hour the officers knew not the ex- 
tent of the raid and gave the matter up 
as a scare. 
There was somewhat of a 
surprise party this morning when the 
big robbery was discovered. The thieves 
got into Eckert's building at about 8 
o'clock and stole back through some 
vacant rooms and the work shop of 
Girard's photograph gallery. They climb- 
ed on the roof through the scuttle hole 


and with the aid of a ladder scaled the 
high wall of Kiel Bros. bo(^ store, ad- 
joining. 
€>áoe on thè zoof, the thiovw 
leisurly walked to the ìBirst Soar inhere 
no light was burning and nothing left to 
mtérlere with theú work. 
The crooks 
took a chisel and cut off the combination 
handle. 
With another instrument they 
forced in the bolt that connects the com- 
bination and turned the lock at their 
pleasure. 
It cannot be said how the in- 
side burglar proof doors were opened^ 
but they were and with such a degree 
of ease that stamps the old Mosler safe a 
flat failure.« The firm of Keil Bros., 
had $60 cash in the safe. This was stored 
away. 
Mr. F. W. Keil had a private 
drawer in the safe. 
He kept his cash 
there and but last night added $200 cash 
to probably $300 he hatl in the box be- 
fore that time. His loss will reach some- 
thing like $500, but he is modest and 
makes it less. The firm loses but $60, 
as none of its stock nor a bundle of drafts 
were touched. 


A gold watch was taken from Keil 
Bros. safe. 
It was worth $.50 and be- 
longed to a lady who left it for safe 
keeping. 


Next the thieves got into 
Louis 
Wolf's store. 
They had no trouble 
getting into the third and fojrth floors, 
but could not get to the second [floor, as 
nothing but an elevator joins the two. 
The descent they would not hazzard and 
contented themselves by taking a num. 
ber of far articles, but just of what value 
Mr. Wolf cannot now tell. 
His loss will 
not be heavy. 


Mr. Woulf closes his store at 7 o'clock 
and the Messrs. Keil jocked their doors 
between 8:30 and 9 o'clock last night. 
The robbers were undoubtedly in the 
building 
then 
awaiting 
their time, 
because both burglaries did not consume 
a half an hour. It did not require 
twenty minutes to open Keil Bro.'s safe 
and it startles a person to see how easy 
the crookcd work is done. All the offi- 
cers are working on the burglary,but the 
thieves are as sharp as the police and 
will not be caught. 
This theft will have 
a tendency to make business men look 
carefully to the approaches to roofs of 
their stores.
